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English Mail. 

Sir George Elliott, who has been 
successfully negotiating the purchase 
of the Egyptian railways for English 
capitalists, is member of Parliament 
for North Durham. Ho was originally 
a pio boy in tho coal mines, and he has 
■worked his way up till he has become 
tho largest coal proprietor in the 
world, as well a? partner in tho great 
wire cable works of Glass and Elliott, 
a country member, and a Baronet. 

George Dawson, in a recent speech 
in England, told a story of a Glouces- 
tershire peasant's heroic curso. He 
had wrestled for a long time with a 
very tough piece of oak on which he 
had been unable to make any impres- 
sion and at last burst out with the 
imprecation: 'Doiu they pigs that 
didn't eat theo when thou wast an 
acorn.' 

The disappearance of Mr. A. Colho 
\ras prominently referred to at the 
meeting of tho Loudon and Westmins- 
ter Bank proprietors on January 26. 
Tho chairman stated that the bank had 
done everything that was possible to 
discover "the whereabouts of Mr. 
Collie; they had thoroughly tested 
every clue, hut they bad as yet entire- 
ly failed to penetrate the secret. 

The arrangements for the defence of 
Malta by means of torpedoes have now 
beon rendered so complete by the 
War Office, that should it, be necessary 
to withdraw all Her Majesty's ships 
from that placo at any time the entire 
defensive system could bo put into 
operation. The only requirements are 
a couple of steam launches by which 
the torpedoes could be placed in posi- 
tion. 

Exclusive of her colonies Groat 
Britain will occupy a much larger 
space in the American World's Fair 
than any foreign country. Iu the 
main building she will till an area of 
51,776 square feet, leading Franco by 
about 10,000 faet and Germany by- 
over 1,000. Adding the almost equal 
area assigned to Canada, Australia, 
and other dependencies, the total ruus 
up to 99,917 square feet. In Machin- 
ery Hall Bho will be still further ahead 
of other nations in the extent of her 
display, having nearly four times as 
much space as eithor France or Ger- 
many, and her ascendancy in the 
Agricultural Department will bo al- 
most as marked. Only in tho domain 
of art will she be eclipsed by her ri- 
vals in Europe. 

The son of King Theodore of Abys- 
sinia is now iu Paris. Ho has taken 
a sumptuous suite of apartments^ in 
the Champs Elysees. He speaks Eng- 
lish and French. Ho has a lingo 
fortune, thanks to the liberality of his 
protector, Sir P. Elliott, who died 
recently. 

The mystery of a letter placed by 
Dion Boucicault in the grave of his 
son at the time of tho fuuoral is thus 
explained. In the pockets of a coat 
worn at tho time of the accident a let- 
ter and a photograph wero found, and 
for the first time tho parents knew 
their boy had loved a very worthy and 
intelligent girl. Tuey kindly return- 
ed hor letter and picture, but she in- 
stantly sent thorn again to the parents 
Of her lost one, begging they might 
place hor written vows and hor like- 
ness in tho grave of her buried hopes. 
Mr. Boucicault, witti his own hands, 
tenderly fultillod tho conditions of 
this melancholy request. 

Tho winter of 1875-76 has boon un- 
usually sovero in Europe. Some days 
ago Professor Palmieri, who is watch- 
ing the phenomena of eruption, was 
dazed with tho sight of snow on Ves- 
uvius. The Gulf of Finland has 
been frozen over for tho first time in 
many years, and heavily laden sleighs 
cross it from Revel to Helsingfors. 
The winter road across the frozen Neva 
Bay from St. Petersburg to Cronstadt 
is opened to traffic. In Tula, a manu- 
facturing town south of Moscow, on 
tha night of December 28-29, twelve 
persons, ouo of them a sentinel, froze 
to death in the streets. In tho dis- 
trict of Nova Piilowski and Stary 
Oskoi and in tho Don territory tho 
number of peasants who lost their 
lives from tho sovero cold in tho month 
of December is estimat. d at ono hun- 
dred. Of tho frozen limbs no reckon- 
ing is made. 

Tho Vanguard, it is stated, has now 
sunk so deeply that the sand is form- 
ing over the deck of too vessel a com- 
plete ridge. Tho heavy weather that 
has prevailed of lato has assisted in 
the work, so that, whatever might 
have boen dono, there is now no pos- 
isiblo chance of raising the ship. It is 



suggested that orders should bo taken 
to blow tho ship to pieces with tor- 
pedoes to permit some of her fittings 
to bo recovered, and it is asserted that 
if this bo not done very shortly noth- 
ing whatever will bo saved from the 
wreck. 

At the Liverpool Polico Court, in a 
caso woro tho manufacturer was sum- 
moned for using a steam whistled to 
call his men to work, against tho Act 
recently passed, Mr. Raffles, the Magis- 
trate, who is probably troubled with 
sleepy or lazy servauts, said, 'I should 
be very glad if somebody would blow 
a thing of that sort in my houso at 
seven o'clock in tho morning.' (Laug- 
tor.) 

In Committee on tho consideration 
of the Suez Canal business in tho Im- 
perial House, the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer said: — Hon. gentlemen 
may remember that difficulties arose 
some years ugo in relation to one of 
our colonies. They mav remember 
thero was a war in Red River settle- 
ment, and that tho Canadian Govern- 
ment had occasion to send troops from 
Canada to put down tho insurrection." 
They may remember the difficulty that 
arose in sending tlio.so troops, in con- 
sequence of a canal through which 
they had to pass being closed, because 
it was in possession of people friendly 
to the insurrectionists. Suppose we 
had to send troops through the Suez 
Canal. We might have to sond troops to 
India to suppress a mutiny, or to take 
part in military operations in tho East, 
and it is of great, importance that we 
should not bo liable to bo stopped by 
the difficulties that would then arise, 
if we can now prevent them. (Hear, 
hear.)

Ion ium the last yoai yonr directors eonsldered it 
expedient to effect a cliaugc In the staff of the osplt- 
al by nubstliutiug a visitlpR for a re id-nt sureeon, 
ui d obtained the services of Dr. Davie; also, engag- 
ing Mr. Huthcriord and wife as steward and cook. 
I hi^ dhauge your directors ilud has shewn increased 
elrlcieiicy with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with previous years. 

Vohr directors regret to say that illnma deprived 
them oi the services of Mr. .tutherford, to whoso ac- 
tive exerilouu much of the Improvement iutho work- 
iiik of this iustituiion is due. Another chaugemwe by- 
thu Hoard was the purcb <ai of supplies from trades, 
men iu rotation, instead of by contract as formerly. 
This they conBidor has proved beneilcial so the Eos- 
pital and sa isfactory to th^ Hoard. 

At the cpniineliceineiit of the year the lxioks of the 
Hospital showed an Indebtedness of $3,008 70, which 
anion, ,t was met by a grant from the Provincial Uov- 
erument of JJ.CO0. Of this sum $'i,2S0 has been re.

Our Public Schools. 

Iu apprpacliing the discussion of a 
great public question, and in adduc- 
ing facts to prove the cflicioncy or 
non-efficiency of the working of a de- 
partment of tho Government, it is ne- 
cessary to do so in a spirit divested of 
prejudice for or against tho depart- 
ment itself or the persons appointed 
to carry it on. Especially should that 
spirit aotuate a public writer when 
discussing tho merits or domerits of 
the Free Educational system as it is 
being worked out iu British Columbia 
As "tbe tree is known by its fruit," so 
should a public servant or an institu- 
tion be judged by the amount of good 
confo.red ou the community in which 
the servant or institution is stationed 
or planted. No one will claim that 
our Free School system is perfect 
That there are defects is not denied 
But there aro no faults for which time 
and experience will not suggest and 
provide a remedy. Wo think tho country 
is to bo con^ratuLitod upon tho fuct that 
in tho midst of tho crash of tho luto Gov- 
ern mont, anil thonlrnost irretrievable ruin 
of the Province through their reckiesE- 
noss and dishonesty, tho SVee dcliools have 
alono of all tho institutions thut hung 
upon tho favor of that Government been 
preserved iotnct, And not only in- 
tact, but that, notwithstanding the 
moat ohilling indifiVireuee ami a sub- 
tle and nefarious attempt to convert 
tho institution iuto a political engine by 
designing politicians seeking to perpetu 
ate power, they have been preserved 
inviolate. "Great trees from little aenrna 
grow." And it is interesting to watch by 
soauning tho annual report-, of the Super- 
intendent of E luxation how stenlily the 
teuder little shoot first planted and water- 
ed by tho hands of the McCreight Ad- 
ministration has gradually acquired 
Btrongtli and size until it has become a 
tree of goodly size beueath tho grateful 
shade of which whole communities par- 
take of deep draughts from the perenni- 
al spring of Knowledge. The giowth of 
educational advantages in this Pro- 
vince is truly surprising. In 1872 
Mr. Jessop was installed Super- 
intendent of Education. Ho found 13 
small schools scattered throughout the 
Province, badly housed aud poorly sup- 
plied with books, maps, etc. With three 
or four exceptions, the teachers employ- 
ed were but little acquainted with their 
duties. The establishments were goner- 
ally inefficient for waut of "material aid" 
and some of them were positively disor- 
ganized and held at spasmo lie intervals. 
Tho attendance was only 531 In 1873 
the schools had increased to 23, with an 
attendance of 1028— an increase of 10 
schools and 47-1 scholars. In 1871 there 
■was a further increase of 29 schools and 
1245sobolars; and in 1875 tho schools had 
grown to 40 and the attendance to M03! 
The actual increase iu four yoors being 

27 schools and 96'9 scholars! Certainly 

some of this remarkable growth is due 
to an increaso in tho population; but 
nioro is duo to watchful zeal and manage- 

went, and the enhanced facilities sug- 
gested and provided by the head. What 
is particularly gratifying to observe in 
connection with this increaso of t-chool 
facilities and pupils is tho fact that the 
expense has not kept pace with tho 
growth. .Referring to tho Statutes we 
find that tho total money grant for four 
years for school purposes aggregates 
S1S9.000. In this sum is included the 
cost of the Victoria Hchool building and 
tbe Cache Creek boarding-school exten- 
sion. It is refreshing to observe that 
whilst the expenditure of every other de- 
partment of the Government largely ex- 
ceeded tho vote of tho House (the Lauds 
and Works overran its estimate iu 1875 
by 8210,000), tho expenditure on account 
of the education department was §172,000, 
or 317,000 less than tho vote. Of this 
Bum $74,512 was spent in salaries aud 
$04,150 in buildings. It is ulso gratify- 
ing to note that in the days of missions 
to England and "liniment and horsefeed" 
trips to Cariboo, the Superintendent — 
who traveled at least three miles to any 
other ollicral's one mile in the discharge 
of his duties— drew us traveling expenses 
in the lour years tho insignificant sum of 
S2270. or a trifle over $550 a year. Dur- 
ing each year the Snpo intendent visited 
every school at least once and some of 
tho schools were favored with five or six 
visits each year. He has held examina- 
tions in tho most remote districts; has 
inspected and lepor ed upon the condi- 
tion of the buildings, the wants of the 
schools, tbe capabilities of the teachers 
and the educational needs of tho various 
districts. 

From tho foregoing it will be seen that 
in four years Ibis young and struggling 
Province has invested the handsome sum 
of $172 000 iu establishing a thoroughly 
non-sectarian Free bohool syrtein. It is 
a good investment The interest it re- 
turns is one ha n I red per cent, Schools 
cost Ichh to maintain than gaols. It costs 
less tj feed tne minds of children than 
the bodies of convicts. Vice goes band iu 
band with its twin-brother Iguoranco. 
Crime grows with hot- house luxuriance 
in countries where tho mass of the people 
have never allowed tho refining light of 
education to shine iu upon their miuds. 
Our Free School system is yet in its in 
fancy. Its blessings can be gradually 
' extended to tho remotest part of tho Col 
on- 



ony, until in a few years on paront of a 
child of school ago will have it in his 
power to Bay, "I am forced to loavo the 
Provinco because my child cannot 
enjoy the adv ntages of oducatiou." 

'I'horo are two dangers, however, that 
Government and People huvo it in their 
power to avort: The first danger is the 
adoption of tho late Government's policy 
of converting the school department iuto 
a powerful political engine by placing a 
political head over it, and tho appoint- 
ment of teachers by tho Govcrnor-in- 
Couocil. Tho second danger is, tho car 
rying of tho principle of Betronchmeut 
into tho expenditure for school purposes; 
whittling down tho money grant to a 
point so lino that tho bodies of tho teach- 
ers and the minds of tho children will 
starve for want of nourishment. 



The Cofferdam. 

On Sunday we took occasion to 
compliment the new Administration 
upon the business-like manner with 
which they seized and ovorcome 
the difficulties that the lame and halt- 
ing policy of the late Chief Commis- 
sioner had placed in the way of the 
commencement of the cofferdam. 
Whereupon the ex-organ makes huste 
to claim for Mr. "Walkem and his col- 
leagues the credit of placing in the 
present hands the cofferdam contract 
The facts connected with this impor- 
tant work are briefly these:— More 
than three years ago the late Govern- 
ment submitted their drydock policy 
to tho Houbo. The schome drugged ulong 
until a year ago when the ex-Premier 
told the country that he would 
have five hundred men at work on tho 
drydock by the 1st of August, 1S75 
On the 18th of August last a contract 
for building the cofferdam was award 
ed to Hayward & Jenkinson of thin 
city; and from that date until the 
present Ministry took office tho bus; 
Less was not advanced a singlo stag 
beyond negotiations for the transfer 
of the contract from Hayward & Jen 
kinsou to Reed Bros. & Co., of Lon- 
don. Shortly after the defeat of Walkem 
& Co., Mr. Dawson (who represents 
Reed Bros. & Co.) seems to have left 
Londsn for Victoria. Ho arrived on 
Monday of last week and iu less than 
four days afterwards secured tho trans- 
fer of the contract and is now ready to 
go on with the work. From August 
till February— a period of six months 
— was consumed by the late Chief 
Commissioner iu dilly-dallying with 
tho contract and doing nothing with 
it. His successor only required four 
days in which to arrange all prelimi- 
naries and authorize the transfer.

The Canadian Year Book. 

"Another atrocious and malignant out 
rage h. s boen perpetrated upon Bnti-h 
Columbia by tho Grits! The Canadian 
Year Book is published by friends of tho 
Mackenzie Ad ministration ; and, in order 
to take meun revenge, Mr. Mackenzie has 
actually induced these publishers to stud- 
iously insult us "by tho total ignoring of' 
tho existence of a Province called British 
Columbia!' Our booksellers should pack 
tho work back to Ottawa." 

Such, Mr. Editor, is in effect — almost, 
indeed, verbatim— what appeured in your 
local contemporary's leading column on 
Thursday, under the titlo of "Gross Ira 
position." 

Having gono to tho oxponso and trou- 
ble of procuring aud perusing one of 
these offending books, permit ma to de- 
monstrate how monstrously your content 
porary is at fault in his facts. As respect-i 
his conclusions about the Premier txking 
such extraordinary means of revengiug 
himself upon a recalcitrant Province, I 
imagine that could only excite ridicule, 
even if the fuels wero as stated. But, 
now for tho facts: — 

On page 3d of tho Year Book, under 
the head of "Navigable Rivers," British 
Columbia comes in for its share. On 
page B8, under tho head of "Pacific Rail- 
way Surveys," it does the same. On page 
4.1, tinder tho bead of "Fisheries;" on 
page 43, under the head of "Marine;" on 
page 4.4, under the head of "Meteorology;" 
on page 45, under the head of "Sick aud 
Distressed Mariners;" on the same pago, 
under tho head of "Steamboat Inspeo 
tion," aud Oil page 4G, under the bead of 
"Merchant Shipping," it fares similarly. 

Commencing on page 51, under tho 
head of "Mining in tho Dominion," Brit 
ish Columbia comes in for tho lion's 
share, hnving about five columns devoted 
to a most interesting and favorable do 
soription of its mines now worked and 
its almost boundless mines still untouch- 
ed, including an admirably arranged tab- 
ular statement of the output of our coal 
mines, tho labour employed aud tho dis 
position of tho product. 

In the course of a very comploto ac- 
count of our gold mines it is remarked: 
"Tho gold fields of British Columbia at 
present known extend from Rock Creek 
on tho -l'Jth to Laird River on the COtli 
parallel of north latitude, a distance of 

700 miles The extent of the li.-itish 

Columbia gold lields is, therefore, about 
twice and a half that of Eoglagd." 

Reverting to page 42, it says: "The 
fisheries of British Columbia aro begin- 
ning to be important, especially in regard 
to tho canning of fresh salmon. There 
were, in 1S74, four establishments on tho 
Fraser, and others were to bo opened in 
1875, Tho prooeods from thoso were 18, 
81!) cases of fresh salmon, each oase con 
taming forty eight 1 pound tins; and '2, 
(574 barrels of lult salmon. A largo quan- 
tity of oil is also maun fact u red from tho 
dog fish. Whale fishing appears to have 
been given up, from the want of nooss- 
sarg capital and appliances; but during 
the autumn months tho Gulf of Georgia 
appears to bo alive with whales, 
though of a smaller sizo tliau thoso gou- 
orally seen in tho ocean." 

Passing on to page 83, wo find a column 
and a half devoted to "British Columbia 
Indians." On page 92 the Judiciary is 
given; on page 98, the Federal Electoral 
Districts and the Representatives to Ot- 
tawa sent therefrom. Commencing on 
pago 104, wo find a Parliamentary Sum- 
mary, all through which this Province 
figures extensively, On page 114 thero aro 
tho banks; on page U'.), tho Olllcial As- 
signees; aud qu pago 150 tho postul routes 
and the business done thereon. 

Iu short, Mr. Editor, without occupy

Salt fob Strawberries. — Tho straw 
berry growers about Alton, 111 , scatter 
upon the laud they are gom.,' to plant 
strawberries, from one to two bar- 
rels of salt per acre, to exterminate in- 
sect depredators. Mr. Hayden, of 
Alton, bays that the strawberry grow- 
ers there have derived very beneficial 
results from the practice The salt is 
usually distributed before plowing, 
but we think it advisable to first plow 
tho land, find then scatter upon it the 
salt, and harrow well iu; and when 
well dissolved, set the plants. Of 
course, it is known that if the 
salt is put on tho plants it will 
destroy them. Salt is a good fertilizer, 
and the laud is benefited by the 
application. The Berliq correspond- 
ent of "Land and Water" publishes a 
piece of information that will bo wel- 
come to many a farmer. "Whoever 
know," says he, "of two plants being 
so inimical to one another as to kill tho 
other by a mere to oh. This, however, 
seems to be tho caso when rape grows 
near the thistle. If a field is infested 
by tnistles, give it a turn of rape seed, 
aud this plant will altogether starvo, suf- 
focate and chill tho thistles out of exis- 
tence. A trial was made with different 
varieties of rape seed in square plots, 
when it was found that the whole ground 
was covered with thistles, and nobody 
bolieve.l t he rape was having a fair run. 
But it had , and as it grew the thistles 
vanished, faded, turned grey, and dried 
up as soon as tho rape loaves touched it. 
Other trials wero then mudo in flower- 
pots and garden bods, nnd bho thistle al- 
ways had to give in, and was altogether 
annihilated, whether old and fully do/ol 
oped, or young and tender."

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

INDIA. 

Singapore. March 16.— Intelligence is 
received here announcing that the expe- 
dition of the Governor General of Pnilip- 
pines against Sooloo pirates has been suc- 
cessful. The Spaniards lost 500 mon 
duriug the operation. 

AF1UCA. 

Sierua Leone, Feb. 28.— Tho war at 
Capo Palmus is about ondod. The latest 
fighting was about three weeks ago, when 
tho Oooboes attacked the town of Tup- 
man, hut were repulsed with hoavy loss. 
Tho U.S. frigate Alaska had arrived at 
Gape Palmas. Tho captain was instruct 
od to arbitrate botweeu tho Liboriuns and 
Gooboes, and there was to bo a mooting 
on tho 2Gth, when, it was thought, u 
treaty would bo signod. Roberts, ex- 
president of Liberia, died at Mourooola 
tho 21th of Febauary, and was buried 
with military honors the next day. 

EUliOPE. 

London, March 17. — During tho regu- 
lar business hours yesterday there was 
renewed distrust among stock oporato7s 
and a general relapse in prices. Two 
failures occurred this morning. Tho li* 
bilities, however, small. Business is re- 
stricted and homo railways aro depressed 
by largo quantities of tho stock being 
thrown on tho market. Foreign securi 
ties aro stronger, sud in most cases bettor 
prices are realized, and discount quiet. 

Ono more failure is announood at tho 
Stock Exchange. Liabilities not stuted. 

London, March 16. — A block of ship- 
ping warehouses in Portlaud street, Man- 
chester, burned this morning. The loss 
is estimated at several hundred thousand 
pounds sterling. 

LivhrpooIi, March 16. — The steamer 
King Richard, Copt. Pearson, from Bal- 
timore, Feb. 26lh,and tho steamer Ath- 
lete, of Dunkalk, camo in collision hero 
to day. Tho King Richard was consider- 
ably damaged and was rin ashore at 
Tranmero, where sho lies full of water. 

London, March 17.— Another failure 
was announced this aftornoon, making 21 
on tho settlement. No moro can now be 
declared in connection with this aooount 
s j the wo Bi is over. 

A dispatch to tho press association 
from Dublin says the deputation froai tho 
Irish Rille Association to-day had an in- 
terview with Major Leeoh, lato captain of 
the Irish team, aud requested him to or- 
ganizo an Irish team to onter the interna- 
tional match at Philadelphia. Major 
Leech replied that ho would do all in his 
power. Ho regretted that the national 
association had been unable to form a 
British team, nnd presumed eacheountry 
would now send its own representatives. 

London March 16— In the Hon c e of 
Commons to-night the Postmaster Gener 
nl staled it was tho intention of tho de 
partment aftor the present year to make 
arrangements for the convevanceof mails 
to America similar to those adopted by 
tho United States, viz., to make no con- 
tracts, but to scud tho mails by vessels 
whoso efficiency is proved, and pay 
according to weight. 

The Bristol steeple chase was won by 
Little Tom. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sam Francisco, March 17 — Tho board 
of directors of tho California yesterday 
made a third assessment of ten dollars 
per share on tho stock of the eorporation 
payable immediately and delinquent on 
the 17th April. 

Oa Saturday the 25th inst., Golden 
Gate, Revenue, Foster, Chance and Hock- 
hocking will run a two mile and repeat 
race over the Bay district course. 

John Ooi-tello, an old and well-known 
mn-i.uan. was arrested yesterday by of- 
ficer MeKonun on a charge of incest. The 
alleged partners or victims of his crime 
are four daughters, aged respectively 9, 
15, 18 and 19 years. Tho officer declares 
he has collected sufficient ovidence to 
show that tho prisoner is an utter brute. 



CHINA AND COREA. 
A Paris correspondent of the lime* 
says: The recent report of tho outbreak 
of war between Japan and Corea attract 
ed considerable attention hero. It must 
have been calculated purposely to direct 
attention to the Oorean qnosiion, and to 
the Russian action in Eastern Asia. I 
learn that a Russian army, 12,000 stroncr, 
has entered Oorean territory under the 
pretext of pursuing brigands. If Japan 
had therefore really boon led into war on 
tho southern coast of Corea, Russia would 
have been quite ready to co-operate in the 
North. The occupation of Corea, or at 
least of Oorean ports, may bo presumed 
to have been not unforseen, as Russia 
strongly feels tho need of a good port on 
tho Pacific We shall, perhaps, hoar 
moro concerning Russian notion in Corea. 
In the meantime tho Russian Govern- 
ment is taking measures to prootioally 
utilize tho recent acquisition of Saghalin. 
Regular steamer service will soon be 
oommenoed between Saghalin aud Shang- 
hai. It is announoad that tho Btoamers 
of tho now line will bo gunboats.

The Singing Quadrille. 

The Ottawa Citizen thus describes tho 
now singing dances at the lute grand fan- 
cy dress ball tit Ottawa. Thoy might ba 
oopied horo with good effect:— 

"After Strauss' vnlse of Spring, Beau . 
tiful Spring followed, and tho Singing 
Qnndrillo, the music of which had been 
arranged for tho occasion by Prof. F. W. 
Mills, to tho words of old nnrsory rhymes. 
The singing dances introduced by their 
Excellencies nro a novelty worth descrip- 
tion. Thoy consist of a sot of quadrilles 
published in England, ond tho only sot 
of the kind published thero, a sot of lan- 
cers, and a waltz, the two last composed 
by Mr. F. W. Mills, tho comnoser of the 
operetta. "The Mayor of St. Trioux," 
produced at Government Houso, Ottawa, 
a year ago, and conductor of tho Ottawa' 
Choral Union. It is hard to say in what 
tho fancy originated which led to the in- 
troduction into society of this singing 
dunce music. At all evonts it seoms to 
havo beon quite tho rago in nristooratio 
circles in England during tho last seaaon. 
The idoa consists in tho setting to appro- 
priate and necessary light music the 
words of familiar nursory rhvmos, whioh 
are snug by thoso tnking "part in tho 
dance, to a piano or string accompani- 
ment, or both. The music is sot in four 
parts, and with the words must neoossar- 
ily bo Jenrnod by heurt by those assist- 
ing. All present in a crowded ball-room 
do not join, but only thoso in tho leading 
bet or sots grouped for tho purpose near 
tho piano, aud who thus while duncing 
themselves constitute a vocal orchestra 
for the rest of tho company. Considera- 
ble training is required in bringing 
the vocalists up to tho mark, 
and both the singing master and the 
dancing muster's tuition nro requisite. No 
oasy meandering through a quadrille is 
possiblo, regardless of time and measure. 
With the first chord of thu music all 
must step off briskly with tho precision 
of soldiers, and not falter or slacken un- 
til, with tho last chord on tho piano and 
tho latt word of their song, the wholo 
set halts. A wavering or break in the 
time necessarily throws tho wholo ball 
room into confusion ; therefore it becomes 
a serious business for tho porformers, 
though to tho mere onlookers it is some- 
what ludicrous to see thirty or so grown- 
up mon and women singing lustily "Baa, 
Ban, Black Sueop, Have You Any Wool," 
stuppiugJJjBre' and thero in lively time, 
yot witrrcoiintenanoos expressive of no 
smnll responsibility for the consequences 
of skipping a bar or of allowingto "wool" 
a crotchet only instead of a semibreve. 
Tho English set of quadrilles; composed 
by John Fanner, contains the rhymes, 
"Jack *- Jill," "Baa, Baa, Black Sheep," 
"Little Bo-peep," "Sing a Song of fcix- 
pouce," "Ride a Cock Horse" and "Mary, 
Mary, Quito Contrary." Mr. Mills, for 
his Lancers, has used the equally popu- 
lar "Little Jack Horner," "Hickory Dick- 
ory Dock," "Tom, Tom, the Piper'sSon," 
"Simple Simon met a Pieman, "The Man 
in tho Moon," "Georgie Porgie," "Six 
Little Mice," and others. It may be 
readily conceived that to go through the 
first sot of Lanoors siuging without a 
pause would be no easy task. Mr. Mills 
has overcomo this obvious difficulty by 
apportioning hero and thero altornato 
poriods of, a few bars botweon tho ladies, 
and tho male voices. For instanco, 
gentlemen sing, "Six littlo mice sat down 
to spin." The music being then taken 
up by tho ladies voices iu uuison, "Pussy 
passed by aud sho peeped in." Of course 
we can do no moro than indicate the gen- 
eral character of tho musio, and can as- 
sure those who havo not heard thorn sung 
that they havo no idea of tho fascinating 
and inspiring effect of dancing iu a set of 
Lancers to such an orchestra. Mr. Mills 
has selected charming airs for the various 
liguro8, origiual iu all save two instancs, 
whero he has availed himself of J. "W. 
Elliott's music in tho "Mother Goose" 
nursery rhymes. Tho last figure in tho 
Lancers is perhaps tho most striking, as 
it certainly is tho most bewildering to 
one attempting to follow the crazy jum- 
ble of rhymes, commencing all iu unison, 
"Tohmg-a ring-a ring-tolling feast of lan- 
terns, what a lot of chopsticks, horns 
and gongs," etc. This being tho grand 
chain, of course each lady has a Bmall 
silver bell attached to tho wrist to be 
jingled in timo with tho music; then the 
voices break into harmony in tho chord 
of C. keeping up tho "tehing-a-ring," 
etc, on tho sumo noto ropeated, the 
piano accompaniment tukiug up 
tho lively subject. Tho rest of the 
figure is danced iu the praises of 
"Old King Colo," and necessarily to a 
moro solid character of music, as is of 
courso duo to that worthy old soul. Then 
with tho grand chaiu conies tho "tchiug- 
a-ring-a-ring-tching" with the bells and 
bewildering words. In a musical sense 
tho Value Chanter is the best. Tho 
rhymes commencing with "Humpty- 
dumpty sat on a wall," and going on from 
that to "Pussy-cat, pussy-cat, where havo 
you boon V" exhaust, wo aro sure, tho 
nursory rhymes known to this generation. 
Tho waltz is in three parts, tho last being 
dovotod to tho history of tho "Spider 
and tho fly," with appropriate moral. 
The waltz is throughout exceedingly 
protty, apart from tho vocal parts, and is 
pronounced to moot tho viows of the 
most exacting devotee of tho "Boston."

There 
is a great tloal of gossip that has no 
malignity in it. Good-natured peoplo 
talk about their noighbors becauso, 
ami only because, thoy havo nothing 
elso to talk about.
